Cameron  Thompson,  chairman  of  the  English  department , came  to 
Pine  Manor  in  1946.  He  received  B.A.  and  M.A.  degrees  from  Prince- 
ton. He  has  taught  at  Robert  College,  Holmquist  School,  Darrow 
School,  a>id  Phillips  Exeter  Academy. 

Mr.  Thompson  served  as  a member  of  the  Pine  Manor  Interim 
Committee  which  assumed  responsibilities  of  the  presidency  in  1954-56. 


A Pine  Manor  girl's  first  contact 
with  the  English  department  is 
not  her  most  cherished  one,  and  it 
is  fortunate  for  the  department  that 
memories  are  short.  Before  classes 
begin,  she  is  given  two  standard  tests, 
one  in  the  mechanics  of  writing  and 
one  in  reading  comprehension. 

There  are  two  main  values  of  such 
tests.  For  one  thing,  they  enable  the 
department  to  assess  the  freshman  class 
as  a whole  in  two  basic  areas  of  Eng- 
lish. The  department  can  quickly  tell 
how  each  class  compares  with  preced- 
ing classes;  it  can  also  observe  how 
each  measures  up  to  the  national 
"norms”  established  for  comparable 
institutions. 

More  important,  these  tests  enable 
the  department  to  detect  at  the  outset 
of  her  Pine  Manor  career  any  serious 
deficiencies  in  a girl’s  English  which 
would  handicap  her  college  work  if 
they  were  left  uncorrected.  A girl  hav- 
ing very  low  test  scores  is  assigned  at 
once  to  the  Writing  Program  or  to  the 
Reading  Program  (occasionally,  alas, 
to  both) . 

These  Programs  meet  weekly,  and 
a concerted  attack  is  made  on  the  girl’s 
individual  problems  in  English.  Close 
contact  is  maintained  at  all  times  with 
her  freshman  English  instructor,  for 
release  from  a Program  comes  only 
when  the  girl  has  proved  to  the  satis- 
faction of  her  instructor  that  she  can 
hold  her  own  in  her  regular  English 
section. 

Freshman  English  Stresses 

Reading  and  Composition 

Freshman  English  is  a required 
course.  Its  aim  is  to  broaden  and  deep- 
en a girl's  understanding  of  literature 
and  to  increase  the  general  effective- 
ness of  her  writing.  The  reading  se- 
lections offer  an  opportunity  to  ex- 


amine significant  ideas  and  to  become 
better  acquainted  with  the  different 
types  of  literary  expression.  The  com- 
position work  is  designed  to  develop 
a respect  for  superior  standards  of 
accuracy  in  all  written  communication. 

The  goal  of  the  composition  part  of 
Freshman  English  takes  on  special  sig- 
nificance this  year,  for  at  the  direction 
of  Mr.  Ferry  all  of  us  are  making  a 
determined  drive  to  raise  the  level  of 
English  usage  among  the  students. 
By  "all  of  us”  is  meant  administra- 
tive officers,  teaching  faculty,  heads  of 
house,  club  advisers:  in  short,  every- 
one in  contact  with  students.  We  are 
emphasizing  to  the  girls  that  their  ob- 
ligations to  the  language  do  not  end 


when  they  leave  the  English  classroom. 
We  are  insisting  on  proper  English 
in  other  classes,  in  formal  notes  and 
invitations,  in  meetings,  and  the  like. 

The  drive  is  at  only  its  opening 
stage  now,  and  many  techniques  for 
achieving  its  success  are  still  in  the 
discussion  stage.  However,  alumnae 
will  be  interested  to  learn  of  the  un- 
dertaking, and  it  is  mentioned  here 
because  the  English  department  has  a 
particular  concern  about  its  outcome. 

New  Literature  Requirement 

A new  requirement  for  graduation 
is  the  election  of  a literature  course

Manor.  A major  reason  for  initiating 
the  requirement  was  the  abandonment 
of  humanities,  where  about  two-fifths 
of  the  material  was  literature;  it  seemed 
wise  to  compensate  for  this  by  requir- 
ing a literature  course.  Although  a 
girl  may  meet  the  new  requirement 
by  taking  certain  French  or  Spanish 
courses,  an  overwhelming  majority 
chooses  to  do  so  by  electing  one  of 
the  English  department’s  offerings. 

Again,  although  a freshman  with  a 
superior  record  in  secondary  school 
English  is  permitted  to  take  a litera- 
ture course  in  addition  to  the  required 
Freshman  English,  an  overwhelming 
majority  is  advised  to  meet  the  litera- 
ture requirement  during  the  senior 
year.  These  conditions  have  meant 
very  heavy  enrollments  in  second  year 
English  courses  this  year,  enrollments 
which  raise  several  problems  that  we 
normally  have  not  had  to  face  in  the 
past. 

For  example,  no  less  than  forty  girls 
are  currently  taking  Survey  of  Ameri- 
can Literature.  Because  the  instructor’s 
load  was  already  full,  it  was  impos- 
sible to  break  the  group  into  two  sec- 
tions; yet  it  is  contrary  to  Pine  Manor’s 
tradition  to  have  so  large  a non-lecture 
section.  Thirty  girls  are  taking  Survey 
of  English  Literature.  It  was  possible 
to  break  this  number  into  two  sections 
only  by  relieving  an  instructor  of  a 
section  of  Freshman  English. 

This  meant  spreading  the  girls  who 
would  have  been  in  her  freshman  sec- 
tion over  other  sections,  a procedure 
which  we  like  to  avoid  in  order  to 
hold  down  the  numbers  in  these  sec- 
tions. Indeed,  most  of  our  problems 
are  ones  of  teaching  manpower  and  of 
its  proper  distribution,  and  this  year’s 
experience  should  provide  pointers  to- 
ward their  solution  in  the  future. 

Survey  and  Special  Courses  Balance 

The  literature  offerings  of  the  de- 
partment have  changed  very  little  over 
recent  years.  Let  me  list  them  for  you 
and  say  a word  or  two  about  them. 
All  are  full  year  courses  unless  other- 
wise indicated.  In  parentheses  I am 
adding  the  names  of  instructors  and 
the  dates  of  their  appointment  to  the 
faculty.

New  Faculty  in  Language  Departments 


The  language  department  of 
Pine  Manor  Junior  College  has 
added  two  new  members.  This  change 
President  Ferry  announced  subsequent 
to  the  summer  edition  of  the  Bul- 
letin. 

Miss  Mary  Gegerias  has  been  named 
acting  head  of  the  French  department. 
She  has  been  a French  instructor  at 
Pine  Manor  since  1949  and  head  of 
the  French  Center  since  1953.  Miss 
Gegerias  was  graduated  from  Radcliffe 
College  and  received  an  M.A.  from  the 
Middlebury  College  Graduate  School 
in  Paris,  where  she  studied  under  aus- 
pices of  a Fulbright  award.  Before 
coming  to  Pine  Manor,  she  was  an 
assistant  to  the  director  of  the  Berlitz 
School  of  Languages  in  Boston. 

Mrs.  C.  Bruce  Ilsley,  who  became 
head  of  the  Pine  Manor  French  de- 
partment after  her  retirement  as  head 
of  the  Wellesley  College  French  de- 
partment, will  continue  at  Pine  Manor 
as  part-time  French  studies  director 
for  the  next  year.  She  will  direct  semi- 


nars on  prominent  French  authors  she 
has  known  personally.  In  addition  she 
will  teach  one  course  — Great  Epochs 
of  French  Drama. 

Miss  Jacqueline  Helmreich  will  be 
resident  assistant  to  Miss  Gegerias  in 
the  French  Center  this  year.  She  was 
educated  in  Lyon,  France,  but  not  at 
a junior  college  as  was  reported  in  the 
last  issue  of  the  Bulletin.  We  w'ish 
to  correct  this  error  because  we  learn 
that  in  France  the  junior  college  is  not 
part  of  the  educational  system. 

Another  foreign  language  assistant 
this  year  is  Miss  Lucia  Palacios,  w'ho 
will  live  in  Green  Gables  and  will 
head  the  Spanish  table  at  Pine  Manor 
House.  She  has  done  undergraduate 
and  graduate  work  at  the  University 
of  Mexico,  has  studied  at  Cambridge 
University,  and  has  taught  history  in 
Mexico.  This  year  Miss  Palacios  ex- 
pects to  do  graduate  work  in  history 
at  Harvard  in  addition  to  her  duties 
as  assistant  in  the  Spanish  department 
here. 


The  Study  of  Poetry  (Mr.

These  titles  suggest  some  of  the 
balances  the  department  aims  for: 
between  the  survey  course  and  the 
course  w'hich  concentrates  on  an  im- 
portant type  of  literature;  between 
emphasis  on  the  past  and  emphasis  on 
the  present;  between  the  "intensive” 
emphasis  of  Great  Books  or  Shake- 
speare and  the  "extensive”  emphasis 
of,  for  example,  Prose  Fiction. 

We  are  pleased  by  the  balances  wre 
have  attained,  but  the  present  litera- 
ture requirement  for  graduation  and 
the  accompanying  increased  election  of 
English  courses  force  us  to  re-examine 
the  capabilities  of  the  department  to 
play  its  full  role  in  the  revised  Pine 
Manor  curriculum. 

Current  Department  Problems 

Here  are  three  typical  questions 
which  w'e  have  been  discussing:  should 
w'e  have  more  one-semester  courses; 
should  we  make  it  possible  for  more 


freshmen  to  elect  senior  courses  or 
should  we  introduce  a "freshman 
only”  literature  course;  should  we  in- 
troduce an  advanced  writing  course  of 
some  kind  ? 

There  is  considerable  room  for  con- 
structive disagreement  about  each  of 
these  questions,  so  we  are  asking  them 
among  ourselves  and  bringing  them  to 
the  attention  of  the  administration 
and  the  teaching  faculty  because  we 
believe  that  the  continued  usefulness 
of  the  department  to  the  college  must 
rest,  in  large  part,  upon  our  profes- 
sional alertness  to  the  needs  of  each 
generation  of  Pine  Manor  students. 

It  has  been  a pleasure  for  me  to 
bring  you  alumnae  up-to-date  on  our 
current  activities  in  an  educational 
area  of  paramount  importance.  I wish 
only  to  add  — and  I add  it  most  ear- 
nestly — that  I would  be  very  happy 
to  have  your  opinion  on  points  w'hich 
this  article  has  brought  to  your  atten- 
tion. All  of  you  have  had  at  least  one 
English  course  at  Pine  Manor;  many 
of  you  have  had  more.  Any  sugges- 
tions based  on  your  experiences  here 
or  elsewhere  will  be  received  as  valued 
contributions  toward  a common  effort 
to  provide  Pine  Manor  with  a con- 
sistently superior  English  department.

From  the  President’s  Desk 


To  Pine  Manor  Alumnae: 

1am  writing  this  just  after  the  col- 
lege has  opened  for  its  forty-seventh 
year.  A new  freshman  class  of  113 
students  from  twenty-two  states  and 
three  foreign  countries  has  enrolled. 

This  year’s  entering  class  has  already 
shown  an  unusual  amount  of  sparkle 
and  enthusiasm  in  its  first  few  days. 
Test  scores  are  high.  We  are  off  to  the 
start  of  a good  year  with  a fine  class. 

One  of  the  nicest  things  this  year  is 
the  high  percentage  of  last  year’s  fresh- 
men who  returned.  The  average  of  the 
past  five  years  indicated  that  we  could 
expect  about  sixty-nine  per  cent  of  the 
students  who  enrolled  last  fall  to  come 
back  as  seniors.  That  would  have  been 
ninety-nine  girls.  It  was  exciting  to 
us,  therefore,  to  find  111  seniors  on 
campus  this  month. 

Since  some  had  to  withdraw  for 
health,  disciplinary,  or  academic  rea- 
sons, this  meant  that  eighty-seven  per 
cent  of  last  year’s  freshmen  who  were 
eligible  to  return  actually  re-enrolled 
as  seniors.  The  Class  of  1958  is  also 
a fine  group  and  will  contribute  im- 
measurably to  the  success  of  this  col- 
lege year. 

Concentration  on  Humanities  and  Science 

A new  academic  program  went  into 
effect  this  fall.  It  clearly  established 
a two-year  liberal  arts  program  fea- 
turing the  humanities  and  sciences.  I 
believe  you  will  agree  that  the  Faculty 
Committee  on  Academic  Affairs  has 
done  a thoughtful  appraisal  of  our 
program.  We  strongly  feel  that  we 
should  do  one  job  well,  and  that  by 
keeping  to  a liberal  arts  curriculum 
we  can  accomplish  our  purpose  more 
effectively.  This  stand  has  been  warm- 
ly applauded  by  some  of  the  top  sec- 
ondary school  people  and  other  edu- 
cators. 

At  the  opening  faculty  meeting  sev- 
eral weeks  ago  it  was  suggested  that 
we  join  together  in  trying  to  accom- 
plish three  things  for  our  students: 
(1)  to  reduce  illiteracy  further  than 
we  have  in  the  past,  (2)  to  help  them 
to  learn  "How  to  Study,"  and  (3)  to 
help  them  to  become  a little  wiser 
when  they  leave  than  they  were  when 
they  came. 

Goal  I — To  Reduce  "Illiteracy” 

These  goals  seem  simple.  The  first 
one,  to  reduce  illiteracy,  seems  almost 
silly  at  the  college  level,  yet  students 


are  entering  college  unable  to  read  and 
write  successfully.  And  our  university 
graduate  schools  are  protesting  that 
students  enter  their  doors  with  a bache- 
lor’s degree  and  little  knowledge  of 
how  to  read  and  write.  The  colleges 
have  long  argued  that  this  was  the 
business  of  the  fifth  grade,  or  at  least 
of  grammar  school,  and  that  they 
should  not  be  burdened  with  it. 

It  is  our  feeling,  however,  that  our 
graduates  are  necessarily  our  people, 
and  that  their  academic  weaknesses 
cast  shadows  on  our  diploma.  We  now 
propose  to  tackle  the  problem  directly 
and  forcefully,  whether  it  should  have 
been  solved  in  the  fifth  grade  or  not. 
We  hope  that  all  of  our  students  at 
their  graduation  will  be  able  to  read 
with  comprehension,  to  write  with  ac- 
ceptable grammar  and  spelling,  and  to 
talk  intelligently  with  clarity  and  con- 
viction. 

A newly  instituted  public  speaking 
requirement,  and  a strong  program  in 
both  reading  and  writing  for  unusually 
weak  students  are  first  steps  already 


established.  This,  plus  a concerted  ef- 
fort on  the  part  of  all  of  us  in  and  out 
of  the  classroom  to  expect  and  encour- 
age correct  English  usage  will  be  a part 
of  our  solution. 

Goal  II  — To  Learn  How  to  Study 

The  second  objective,  "How  to 
Study,”  is  a little  less  tangible.  We 
don’t  mean  merely  to  solve  this  prob- 
lem by  offering  a course  in  the  subject. 
We  hope  to  create  a desire  in  each 
student  to  investigate  a subject,  a de- 
sire to  become  well  informed  concern- 
ing it,  and  then  most  of  all  a desire  to 
think  intelligently  and  logically  about 
the  facts  and  to  form  an  original  and 
personal  conclusion  concerning  them. 
When  a girl  can  follow  these  three 
steps  in  approaching  a subject  we  be- 
lieve she  will  have  learned  how  to 
study. 

Goal  III  — To  Reach  Wise  Decisions 

The  third  objective  is  another  in- 
tangible. Our  main  objective  is  to

The  conversion  of  the  second  floor  ot 
Westlea  to  dormitory  use  has  worked 
very  well.  Miss  Mildred  Temple, 
whom  many  of  you  will  remember  as 
Miss  Cooke's  secretary,  said  when  she 
saw  it,  "This  is  one  of  Miss  Cooke’s 
dreams  come  true.” 

Another  change  is  the  conversion  of 
Brownlow,  the  old  library,  into  offices 
for  the  alumnae  and  public  relations 
departments,  and  for  additional  book- 
store space. 

The  alumnae  library  is  a most  won- 
derful addition  to  the  campus.  The 
students  and  faculty  are  proud  and 
very  pleased  to  use  it.  It  is  doing  its 
job  beautifully. 

If  you  can  come  back  to  the  college, 
by  all  means  do  so.  We  should  like 
very  much  to  show  you  what  is  going 
on.  You  will  always  be  welcome.

Dear  Pine  Manor  Alumnae: 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Dana  Hall  Schools  on 
July  27,  1957,  I handed  in  my  resignation  as  Pine  Manor  Alumnae  Trustee. 
After  twenty-one  years  of  close  association  with  Pine  Manor,  as  student, 
faculty  member,  and  (for  the  past  seven  years)  trustee,  I am  sure  you  will 
all  appreciate  how  difficult  it  was  for  me  to  make  this  break.  However,  this 
spring  I decided  to  leave  my  position  at  Colby  College,  and  this  fall  I am 
flying  to  Australia  on  a kind  of  "extended  sabbatical"  — - and  for  this 
reason  I cannot,  for  the  foreseeable  future,  be  a contributing  member  to 
the  Board  of  Trustees. 

I am  very  happy  with  the  election  by  the  Board  (on  recommendation  of 
the  Alumnae  Executive  Board)  of  Mrs.  H.  Frederick  Barnard,  Jr.  (Pat  Wis- 
ner, Class  of  1940),  to  serve  for  the  remaining  two  years  of  my  term.  Pat 
has  been  one  of  our  most  able  and  active  alumnae  in  the  Greater  Boston  area, 
and  her  warm  interest  in  Pine  Manor,  plus  her  proximity  to  the  college 
(she  lives  in  Wellesley  Hills)  will  combine  to  make  her  a highly  conscien- 
tious and  valued  trustee.

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MY  MOST  UNFORGETTABLE  TEACHER 


By  Mildred  Hodgman  Mahoney,  ’19 

After  graduating  from  Pine  Manor  with  the  Class  of  1919,  Mrs.  Mahoney  attended 
Radcliffe  College,  where  she  earned  her  master’s  degree.  She  kept  close  associations 
with  Pine  Manor  as  the  first  president  of  the  Alumnae  Association  and  the  first 
alumna  trustee.  As  chairman  of  the  Massachusetts  Commission  Against  Discrimi- 
nation, she  is  one  of  the  college’s  most  distinguished  alumnae.  Printed  here  are 
excerpts  from  her  radio  talk,  given  on  Station  WBZ  as  part  of  a series  called 
"Tribute  to  Teachers.’’ 


SOME  TEACHERS  you  remember  because 
they  did  spine-tingling  things  to  you  — 
because  new  vistas  opened  with  a delightful 
bang,  because  life  became  more  fascinating, 
because  a pattern  began  to  show'  the  present 
tied  in  with  the  past  and  both  gained  by 
that  fact.  Those  are  the  teachers  you  re- 
member to  bless.  You  wish  all  teachers 
could  be  like  that  or  at  least  a little  like 
that. 

For  one  awful  moment  when  I wrote  out 
the  title,  "My  Most  Unforgettable  Teacher,” 
I toyed  with  the  idea  of  paying  my  respects, 
long  overdue,  to  some  of  the  teachers  I’ve 
experienced  who  couldn't  teach  because,  for 
one  reason,  they  didn’t  care  to  bother  to 
do  so.  A class  was  an  unwelcome  interrup- 
tion. I don’t  know  what  claimed  their  in- 
terest and  their  emotions  — sterile  scholar- 
ship perhaps,  prestige  more  likely,  but  def- 
initely not  unassuming,  striving  students. 
I’m  resisting  the  temptation  to  speak  further 
of  them.  The  only  contribution  they  ever 
made  to  me  was  to  brilliantly  set  off  by

contrast  the  superb  teachers  I’ve  known. 

But  now  for  the  wonderful  ones,  and  I 
have  been  fortunate  to  have  had  many. 

I’ve  made  a list  and  have  ruthlessly  cut 
it  down  to  seven,  four  women  and  three 
men.  * It  started  off  with  twelve,  five 
women  and  seven  men.  I dare  say  I have 
known  more  than  twelve  superb  teachers 
but  I am  thinking  now  of  the  ones  who  im- 
pressed me  in  that  way.  To  have  a teacher 
remain  unforgettable  means  a lot  more  than 
just  that  he  or  she  could  teach  marvelously 
well.  It  means,  of  course,  that  you  gained 
much  more  from  that  person  than  just 
knowledge.  You  got  information  plus  fun 
and  inspiration.  You  learned  and  you  had 
a marvelous  time  doing  so. 

Pine  Manor  Teachers  Among  the 
"Unforgettables” 

During  my  stay  at  Pine  Manor  Junior 
College  I was  fortunate  in  knowing  a num- 
ber of  brilliant  teachers.  Two  of  them  had 
a profound  influence  on  me.  One  was  Miss 
Seal  Thompson,  who  was  teaching  on  a 
part-time  basis  there.  She  had  been  bor- 
rowed from  Wellesley  College  and  she  was 
also  acting  as  a house  mother.  I was  for- 
tunate enough  to  be  in  her  house.  She 
read  aloud  to  a few  of  us.  That  is  an  art 
that  has  been  largely  dropped,  and  I think 
it  is  a great  pity.  Her  teaching,  as  far  as 
I was  concerned,  was  of  the  indirect  variety. 
I was  not  enrolled  in  any  of  her  classes,  but 
I got  all  the  benefits  of  being  in  a special 
seminar  group  because  I had  the  privilege 
of  rooming  next  to  her  and  whenever  her 
door  was  open  I was  in. 

The  other  teacher  that  I remember  so 
vividly  from  my  Pine  Manor  days  was  Miss 
Constance  Warren,  later  head  of  Sarah 
Lawrence  College.  I remember  Miss  War- 
ren vividly  and  with  the  greatest  affection 
and  admiration  — and  I can’t  recall  a thing 
I learned  in  her  class.  I don’t  think  this  is 
at  all  extraordinary.  What  I gained  from 
my  teachers  and  wbat  I think  most  students 
gain  is  a general  impression  and  a certain 
impetus  to  make  an  effort  to  be,  in  so  far 
as  it  is  possible,  somewhat  like  the  person 
you  so  much  admire.  Miss  Warren  taught 
history.  I have  loved  history  ever  since. 

The  fourth  woman  teacher  that  I recall 
as  being  completely  unforgettable  is  Mrs. 
Maude  Harding.  She  taught  creative  writ- 
ing at  Boston  University  (and  later  at  Pine 
Manor  although  recently  so  that  Mrs.  Ma- 
honey would  not  have  had  her  here).  We 
were  a variegated  lot.  Our  efforts  ran  the 
gamut  through  serious  drama,  poetry,  a be-

ginning  novel,  a movie  scenario,  down  to 
my  dog’s  comments  on  life  in  general.  As 
our  one  canine  author  he  was  invited  to 
visit  the  class  and  did  very  well  since  he 
had  the  gift  of  empathy.  He  needed  no 
more  than  ears  and  a tail  to  convey  any 
known  emotion. 

Mrs.  Harding  was  magnificent.  She  knew 
just  how  to  whip  our  efforts  into  shape.  She 
had,  and  still  has,  a lovely  magnetism  that 
really  radiates.  I learned  more  about  Eng- 
lish and  had  more  exquisite  fun  than  most 
people  would  ever  believe  could  be  possible 
in  a classroom.  Anyone  who  has  studied 
with  Maude  Harding  has  experienced  a lift 
to  last  a lifetime. 

One  Teacher  Inspires  Education  and 
Career 

In  the  very  beginning,  I said  that  when 
I made  my  original  list  of  unforgettable 
teachers  the  number  was  four  women  and 
three  men.  Now  I find  I really  haven’t 
time  to  pay  homage,  in  any  adequate  man- 
ner, to  the  three  men  I finally  selected  as 
the  most.  I’ve  decided  to  limit  myself  to 
just  one.  Whatever  professional  life  I've 
had  he  has  been  largely  responsible  for.  He 
started  me  on  my  first  job  in  Americaniza- 
tion work.  I borrowed  a good  deal  of  his 
material  when  I taught  in  various  junior 
colleges,  and  he  inspired  me  to  climb  the 
educational  ladder  to  a master’s  degree  at 
Radcliffe.  Incidentally,  my  first  job  led  to 
others  which  culminated  in  my  present 
most  fascinating  one  as  the  chairman  of  the 
Massachusetts  Commission  Against  Dis- 
crimination. 

As  far  as  formal  education  was  con- 
cerned, I balked  a good  many  times  on  that 
educational  climb.  One  reason  was  because 
I didn’t  have  the  great  good  fortune  to 
find  too  many  of  the  types  of  teachers  I’ve 
previously  described.  A few,  yes,  but  I 
wanted  them  all  that  way!  Having  had 
some  absolute  winners  I was  impatient  with 
the  lesser  varieties,  especially  when  they 
were  smug.  I have  never  found  a great 
teacher  who  was  self-centered  or  smug  and 
I'll  warrant  you  haven’t.  That,  I think,  is 
one  of  the  infallible  tests  of  greatness. 

But  to  get  back  to  this  one  male  that  I 
am  talking  about  and  his  influence  on  me. 
He  had  the  qualities,  all  of  them,  that  make 
a great  teacher.  They  are,  at  least  to  me, 
and  I don’t  know  in  what  order,  informa- 
tion, social  viewpoint,  consuming  interest 
in  students,  terrific  patriotism  which  trans- 
lates itself  into  a love  of  country  that  means 
working  hard  at  making  this  country  real- 
ize more  nearly  all  our  great  ideals,  a sense 
of  humor,  and  an  ability  to  inspire. 

As  far  as  I am  concerned,  of  all  my 
teachers  he  was  definitely  the  most.  His 
name  is  John  J.  Mahoney  and  he’s  my  hus- 
band.

Alumnae  Revise  Constitution  of  Their  Association

The  alumnae  who  were  in  attend- 
ance at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Alumnae  Association  approved  the 
recommendation  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee that  extensive  revision  be  made 
in  the  constitution  of  the  Association. 

The  constitution  was  originally 
adopted  in  1923  and  has  been  amended 
several  times  since  then.  Because  only 
part  of  the  alumnae  have  had  an  op- 
portunity to  see  the  revised  document, 
it  is  printed  here.  Comments  of  ap- 
proval and  suggestions  for  change  may 
be  sent  to  any  of  the  officers  or  the  sec- 
retary of  the  Association. 

Article  I Name 

The  name  of  this  Association  shall  be 
The  Pine  Manor  Alumnae  Association. 


Article  II  Membership 
Section  I — Active  Members 

All  graduates  of  Pine  Manor  and  all  non- 
graduates who  have  completed  at  least  one 
semester  and  who  have  left  in  good  stand- 
ing shall  be  active  members  of  the  Associa- 
tion. 

Section  II  — Honorary  Members 

Any  person  whose  name  is  presented  by 
the  Executive  Board  at  any  annual  meeting 
and  accepted  by  a three-fourths  vote  of  the 
members  present  and  voting  may  become 
an  honorary  member  of  the  Association. 

Article  III  Officers 
Section  I — Number  of  Officers 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be 
a president,  three  vice-presidents,  a secre- 


tary, and  a treasurer.  These  officers  shall 
form  an  Executive  Committee.  The  three 
vice-presidents  shall  be  ( 1 ) the  outgoing 
president  of  the  Association,  (2)  a member 
elected  from  the  Association  at  large,  and 
(3)  the  president  of  the  outgoing  senior 
class. 

The  alumnae  secretary,  if  she  is  a mem- 
ber of  the  Pine  Manor  Alumnae  Associa- 
tion, shall  serve  as  secretary  of  the  Associa- 
tion. If  she  is  not  an  alumna,  her  title  will 
be  executive  secretary,  and  a secretary  shall 
be  duly  elected  from  the  membership  of  the 
Association. 


The  president  shall  preside  over  the 
meetings  of  the  Association  and  shall  serve 
as  chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  duties  of  the  three  vice-presidents 
shall  be  those  commonly  appertaining  to 
these  officers. 


Section  II  — Duties  of  Officers 
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The  Association  President  Speaks 


A LITTLE  OVER  A YEAR  AGO  I wrote  a 
7*-  report  as  the  new  president  of  our 
alumnae  association.  Now  a year  later 
here  are  a few  facts  about  our  association 
which  may  be  of  interest  to  you. 

All  in  all,  we  feel  that  the  year  has  been 
constructive  and  progressive.  There  are 
some  alumnae  who  are  giving  a great  deal 
of  time  and  thought  to  Pine  Manor  these 
days,  and  in  particular  I mean  the  alumnae 
interviewers,  class  agents,  area  chairmen, 
and  others  who  are  serving  in  various  ca- 
pacities. They  are  helping  higher  educa- 
tion, in  particular  Pine  Manor,  and,  as  you 
know,  support  of  one's  own  school  or  col- 
lege is  very  important  these  days. 

You  will  notice  that  we  have  revised 
the  Alumnae  Association  constitution  this 
year.  The  last  revision  occurred  in  1933, 
so  Pm  sure  you  will  agree  that  this  was 
necessary. 

Polly  Tompkins,  Anne  Leavitt  and  I 
finished  this  in  time  for  presentation  at 
the  annual  meeting  in  June,  at  which  time 
it  was  decided  to  print  it  in  the  BULLETIN 
for  those  of  you  who  missed  the  meeting. 
Anyone  not  in  favor  of  its  adoption  should 
contact  the  Alumnae  Secretary,  Anne 
Leavitt. 

Alumnae  Regional  Groups  Formed 

This  has  been  a year  of  establishing 
definite  Pine  Manor  groups  across  the 
country.  Mary  Ann  Gifford,  '53,  former 
field  representative,  has  done  much  of  the 
organizing  of  these  groups. 

We  now  have  officers  and  established 
groups  in  the  following  major  cities:  Provi- 
dence; Washington,  D.  C.;  Portland,  Maine; 


Baltimore;  Houston;  West  Hartford  and 
New  Haven;  St.  Louis;  Cleveland;  Mil- 
waukee; Indianapolis;  and  Tulsa  and 
Oklahoma  City. 

Along  this  line  of  regional  support  I am 
very  proud  to  tell  you  of  the  gift  of  Si 200 
from  the  Houston  group.  They  raised  this 
money  by  the  sale  of  their  Casserole  Cook- 
books, and  the  proceeds  are  to  be  used  for 
two  display  cases  in  the  Alumnae  Library 
and  a reflectoscope  in  the  audio-visual  room 
there.  Sally  Houstoun  Lindsey,  ’43,  headed 
this  project. 

You  have  been  most  enthusiastic  in 
answer  to  the  appeal  of  the  Alumnae  Fund. 
This  is  an  annual  fund.  We  turn  it  over 
each  year  to  the  college.  This  year  we  gave 
515,028  towards  completing  the  new 
Alumnae  Library.  And,  again  this  coming 
year  we  propose  to  turn  over  the  fund  to 
help  pay  for  the  cost  of  finishing  the 
library. 

One  decision  which  the  Alumnae  Board 
made  this  summer  in  your  behalf  was  the 
recommendation  of  Pat  Barnard  to  fill 
Polly  Tompkins'  unexpired  term  as  Alum- 
nae Trustee.  Polly’s  resignation  from  the 
Board  of  Trustees  is  a loss  to  us  as  alumnae 
and  to  the  college.  We  wish  her  well. 

Jane  Sebring  Herrick,  ’40,  has  been  ap- 
pointed first  vice-president  of  the  associa- 
tion to  fill  the  vacancy  left  by  Pat  Barnard 
on  the  Alumnae  Board.  Ann  Mallory  Teal, 
’54,  has  been  appointed  to  the  office  of 
second  vice-president  until  June  1958. 

Alumnae  Undertake  Three  Projects 

We  have  undertaken  three  projects  for 
this  coming  year.  With  money  which  has 


been  in  our  checking  account  we  are  giving 
$200  to  the  college  to  defray  the  cost  of 
a carpet  for  the  upstairs  hall  in  Westlea. 

The  second  project  will  be  a lighted 
Christmas  tree  on  the  campus  which  will 
be  visible  from  Grove  Street.  We  feel  it 
will  be  a symbol  of  alumnae  interest  and 
devotion  to  the  college  at  the  holiday 
season,  as  well  as  a focal  point  for  outdoor 
Christmas  festivities. 

The  third  project,  which  is  in  the  plan- 
ning stage,  is  a first  Alumnae  Council 
Weekend  in  February.  This  will  be  a 
chance  for  us  to  return  to  the  campus  for 
education.  Members  of  the  faculty  are  en- 
thusiastic and  some  will  plan  talks  on  de- 
velopments in  their  special  fields  in  recent 
years.  The  college  will  house  those  who 
return.  We  are  inviting  class  secretaries, 
class  agents,  alumnae  interviewers,  area 
chairmen,  and  the  fund  council;  however, 
anyone  else  who  is  interested  should  get  in 
touch  with  the  alumnae  office.  A cordial 
welcome  is  extended  to  anyone  who  wishes 
to  participate  in  this  first  Alumnae  Council 
Weekend. 

In  closing,  it  seems  to  those  of  us  who 
are  on  the  Alumnae  Board  that  Pine  Manor 
is  fortunate  to  have  a wonderful  president, 
an  exceptional  faculty,  and  a group  of 
promising  students.  As  alumnae  we  may 
be  proud  of  our  college.  Let  s all  try  to  be 
informed  and  up-to-date  on  our  school  by 
participation  and  interest  in  the  Alumnae 
Association.

The  secretary  shall  issue  notice  and  keep 
a record  of  all  meetings  of  the  Association 
and  of  the  Executive  Board,  shall  with  the 
treasurer  care  for  all  money  matters,  shall 
act  as  editor  of  the  Pine  Manor  Bulle- 
tin, and  shall  in  cooperation  with  the 
chairmen  of  the  Pine  Manor  Alumnae  Fund 
give  an  annual  report  on  the  fund. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  serve  as 
Nominating  Committee  for  the  election  of 
officers  and  shall  transact  any  Association 
business  which  may  arise  between  the  regu- 
lar meetings  of  the  Association.  Annual 
meetings  shall  be  arranged  in  consultation 
with  the  president  of  the  college. 


Section  III  — Election  of  Officers 

The  officers  of  the  Association  with  the 
exception  of  the  first  and  third  vice-presi- 
dents shall  be  elected  biennially.  Candidates 
for  office  shall  be  nominated  by  the  out- 
going Executive  Committee.  One  candidate 
shall  be  presented  for  each  office,  and  the 
ballot  shall  be  sent  to  all  active  members 
of  the  Association  at  least  two  weeks  before 
the  annual  meeting.  Any  names  of  addi- 
tional candidates  may  be  presented  in  writ- 
ing to  the  Executive  Board  at  its  final  meet- 
ing before  the  annual  meeting  and  signed 
by  not  less  than  fifteen  members  of  the  As- 
sociation. Such  names  shall  be  added  to 
the  ballot.  A majority  vote  of  those  present 
and  voting  at  the  annual  meeting  shall  be 


necessary  for  election.  (See  Article  III,  Sec- 
tion I. ) 


Article  IV  Meetings 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association. 


Article  V Dues 

There  shall  be  no  dues.  In  place  of  dues 
an  annual  gift  to  the  Alumnae  Fund  will  be 
solicited  by  the  fund  chairmen. 

Article  VI  Quorum 

Fifteen  members  shall  constitute  a quo- 
rum for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Article  VII  Amendment 

The  constitution  may  be  amended  by  a 
three-fourths  vote  of  members  present  at 
any  regular  meeting,  notice  of  such  change 
having  been  given  in  the  call  for  meeting. 

Article  VIII  Alumnae  Trustee 

The  Pine  Manor  alumnae  trustee  shall  be 
nominated  by  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Alumnae  Association  for  a three-year 
term,  and  duly  elected  by  the  Association 
at  its  annual  meeting.  Notice  of  her  elec- 
tion shall  then  be  presented  in  the  form 
of  a recommendation  to  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  the  Dana  Hall  Schools.  The  alum- 
nae trustee  is  eligible  for  re-election.
